Marie Meyer, a hair dresser, who left 
the parlor immediately after the theft 
was discovered, to rll an outside en- 
gagement, being absent a half hour, 
brought a new. element into the case 
when she told of a woman who had oc- 
cupied the next booth to Mrs. Nolker in 
the beauty parlor and who departed be- 
fore the theft was discovered. This wom- 
an, she said, had gone to the dressing 
table to put a few finishing powder 
touches on her nose. 

It was on this table that Mrs. Nol- 
kers bag was found, with the $1000 miss- 
ing, though Mrs. Nolker testified vehe- 
This 
woman was described as being short, 
rather stout, and a blonde, but no one 
seemed to know who she was. 

“Hold That Woman.” 

Miss Meyer further testified that when 
Mrs. Nolker *discovered her loss, she 
suouted) Lock the door! I’ve lost my 
purse! Send for the police! Hold that 
woman!”’ 

‘The “that woman” referred to was an- 
cther employe of the shop, referred to 
in the testimony as “Anna,” but she 
got out of the door eerare it was 
locked. 

After her testimony a recess was. tak- 
en until 2 p. m. This afternoon it is ex- 
rected that Signor Chiccolini, an opera 
singer, who has figured in much of the 
testimony as a friend of Mrs. Nolker, 
will testify. Mrs. Nolker said yesterday 
that as soon as the theft was discovered 
she telephoned for detectives, and then 
for Chiccolini. He has attended every 
session of the trial.

VICTIMS TELL OF TRAPS 


Names of 15 St. Louisans on 
Papers Found on Prisoner— 
Several Arrests Made. 


Evidence that a gang of blackmailers 
has been robbing wealthy men and 
women of St. Louis is in the hands of 
the police. A wholesale investigation 
has been ordered as the result of a 
complaint by Oscar E. Bohlinger, 3885 
Humphrey street, a furniture dealer. 

Papers and lists found in the pos- 
session of a prisoner contain the names 


of 15 St. Louisans. Detectives have 
begun questioning these persons as to 
what they know about the operations of 
the gang. 
Ibsen Will Prosecute. 

Bohlinger complained that men had 
set a trap’for him and tried to extort 
$1100. The police began seizing persons 
they thought might know something 
about it. Walter Patterson, a private 
detective, 424 Evans avenue; was ar= 
rested and released on a common-law 
bond. A brother of Patterson was also 
arrested, but was released when the po- 
lice became convinced that ‘he ‘ould 
not have known about the blackmailers. 
Fred Dueser, a clerk, 3308 Louisiana 
uvenue, is being detained at police head. 
quarters for investigation ‘as to any- 
thing he might know about the plotters. 
Another arrest is said to be imminent. 

In papers that fell into the hands of 
the authorities was a note for $850 
signed with the name of Peter‘ Ibsen, 
Danish Consul in St. Louis and pro- 
prietor of a candy store at 912 Olive 
street. Ibsen told the police it was part 
of blackmail that had been levied upon 
him and said ine wvuld prosecute the 
blackmatilers. 

Statement by Ibsen. 

Although at first Ibsen declined to 
cunfirm for publication the story thé! 
police said he had told them, he later 


Agave a Post-Dispatch reporter a version 


which, in substance, was identical with 
his narrative to the detectives. He said: 

“One day last August, I think it was 
in the early part of August, a young 
man called at the store and asked to 
be engaged ag a city salesman. He ap- 
peared to be a nice chap and I invited 
him to go with me to Creve Coeur Lake 
a day or two afterward. I was ill and 
in no condition for a business discus- 
sion. 

“We were sitting on the veranda of 
the cafe at the lake when the young 
man suggested that we take a walk to 
the lake. 

‘“‘We started, but bythe time I had 
gone a short way I felt too ill to con- 
tinue walking and said I would take a 
car home. Just after we turned two 
men suddenly appeared and made most 
ridiculous charges against me. I was 
ill and in no condition to fight\ so, as 
the basis of a complaint to the police, 
I gave the men a note for $20. This 
was done simply as a decoy. 

“The next day a middle-aged man 
presented the note and I found it had 
been raised to $800 and something writ- 
ten imto the note that was not there 
when I signed it. 

Photograph of the Note. 

“‘As I recall it, I paid $800 for the pur- 
pose of getting rid of any false charge 
against me. Then, a few days later, an 
old man came with a photograph of the 
note and demanded money. I do not 
recall whether or not I paid him anvy- 
thing. I may have paid something, I 
Was so anxious to get rid of the false 
charge. Then I think there were some 
other demands for money. One man, 
not one of the two who had visited me 
before, came for money. There were 
several demands that I send money, but 
I did not reply to them. 

“Finally, I paid the thiré man some 
money for the photographic plate of the 
note. I forget just what the amount 
was. But even after this there were 
demands sent to me for money, and I 
appealed to the police for protection 
from the blackmail. All my employes 
who have known me, and worked day 
and night with me for years, know how 
infamous was the attack upon me. [I 
have an honorable position, and was 
willing to do almost anything to prevent 
such false charges being brought. Now. 
however, I am determined to see the 
blackmailers punished, and will fight 
them to a finish.’’ 

The police say that Tbsen paid $1600 
to the first two men, and gave the third 
his note for $800. 

Traps for Married Women, 

One of the methods of the blackmail- 
ers, the police say. has been to spy upon 
‘narried women. If they observed a 
woman of means with a man other than 
her husband, they would shadow the 
two until they had at least plausible 
evidence of indescretion. They would 
take thé evidence to the woman and 
compel her to buy them off, for what- 
ever sum of money she was able to 
produce. 

Afterwards they would go to her 
companion and get money from him

He says the German battleship Von 
Der Tann is in the Atlantic, and that 
she carries a submarine that is one of 
the most powerful in the German navy. 
This submarine, he says, can remain 
away from its base for #@ days. He is 
quoted as saying that these ships are 
now endeavoring to reach this side of 
the Atlantic. 

If the Prinz Ejitel sails she will go 
out with 60,000 bottles of beer, or 100 
bottles for each of the 500 men aboard. 
Under the rules that govern ships in 
time of war, a belligerent vesse)] touch- 
ing at a neutral port may take on sup- 
plies sufficient to carry her to her near- 
est home port.

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PROHIBITION; CAN ENFORCE 


IT WITHOUT LEGISLATION 


London Newspapers Print Full-Page Advertise- 


ments Presenting Petitions for Supporters 
of Abstinence to Sign. 


LONDON, April 2.—The liquor 
question, brought to the fore by 
the statement of Lloyd-George that 
alcoho) was England's worst enemy. 
and by the action of the King and his 
advisers in promising to give up the 
use of alcoholic beverages, continued 
today to overshadow in public inter- 
est even the news from war theaters. 

It is stated authoritatively that the 
Cabinet is in favor of total prohibi- 
tion, which, under the defense of the 
realm act, it has the power to enforce 
without any further legisiation. 

Full-Page Petitions Printed. 

This is Good Friday, and in London 
there are no afternoon papers, but it is 
doubtful if the biggest headlines chron- 
icling military activity could divert the 
attention of the people from the all- 
absorbing topic of the possibility of a 
“dry’’ country. 

Several of the London morning papers 
appeared today with full page advertise- 
ments presenting petitions with the re- 


quest that supporters of the movement 


cut them out and send them to Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer Lioyd-George. 
These petitions read: 

“IT am entirely in favor of the sus- 
pension of the manufacture and sale 
of intoxicating liquors during the 
war, which I consider imperative for 
a quick and successful termination of 
the war. I shall heartily support the 
Government in any such measure.” 
The petition idea is backed by mer- 

chants and business men and other em- 
ployers of labor, who disclaim any save 
a war interest in the proposed measure. 

The sense of personal liberty is so 
strong in England that it may defeat 
total prohibition. But the sense of fair 
play fights on the side of the extreme 
measure, for the opinion is growing that 
if employes be deprived of their right 
to drink, employers must take their 
place in the same boat. 

Shipyard workers are refusing to en- 
ter public houses. Little or no liquor 
was called for today in restaurants and 
clubs, and tea rooms were crowded. 
These facts showed that the King’s ap- 
peal has made a great impression ev- 
erywhere. 3 

In addition to Earl Kitchener, all the 


Cabinet Ministera in London announced4 


to Lloyd-George, according to the Daily 
Mail, their intention ‘to follow the 
King’s pledge to abstain from alcoholic | 
liquora during the war, if it is thought 
necessary. Among other prominent 
men who will do Iikewise are FWarl 
Brassy, Baron Cowdray, Baron Syden- 
ham and Sir Charles W. Macara. 
Would Take Over Saloons. 

Earl Grey writes to the Times, sug- 
gesting that the Government take over 
all the licensed houses in specific dis- 
tricts, as it has already taken over the 
railways and factories, giving the li- 
cense holders a fair compensation, and 
either closing the houses altogether or. 
administering them on reformed prin- 
ciples. 

It scarcely can be doubted that Lioyd- 
George favors total prohibition, and the 
King’s action suggests that His Majesty 
heartily approves of the attitude of the 
Chancellor. | 

According to the unwritten constitu- 
tion of this country, the King is above 
the law; but His Majesty ise anxious to 
show that, in this matter, whatever 
legislation or other measures may be 
adopted in order to deal with one of the 
most pressing needs of the nation, he is 
not desirous of asserting the privileges 
of his position. As Stamfordham’s 
memorable letter says: “No difference 
shali be made so far as His Majesty 
is concerned, between the treatment of 
the rich and the poor in this question.” 

It is interesting to recall that the last 
oecasion on which an Enelish leader 
sought to exercise his influence in the 
direction of temperance, by publicly 
taking the pledge, was when Gen. Sir 
Ian Hamilton declared that, as an ex- 
ample to the army, he would touch no 
alcoholic drink for a perlod of 12 
months. 

Last October the Archbishop of Can- 


terbury issued an appeal in the follow- | 


ing terms: be 

“Tf those who can rightly do so, and 
who care sufficiently to make what 
would be a real and sustained act of self- 
denial, were to undertake to be them- 
selves abstainers during the continuance 
of the war, the resultant good might be 
such as to surprise us all.”’ é 

Archbishop’s Opinion. 

Then, a few weeks ago, Sir Edward 
Clarke came forward with a definite 
proposal that, at this crisis in English 
history, the clergy of the Church of En- 
gland of all degrees should set an ex-’ 
ample to the nation by a great united 
act of self-denial. On March 18 Clarxe 
published in the Times a letter he had 
received from the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury, who wrote: 

“Of course, by the very making of 


light of Kitchener's response to the 
King’s appeal, the Archbishop’s attitude 
seems somewhat half-hearted, and that 
the. clergy, now that they have such a 
lead from their sovereign, are not likely 
to hesitate in playing their part in set-

There naturally is great alarm in

Is it not merely a question for the 
Government to devise a means of 
bringing home to the workers en- 
gaged in the manufacture of muni- 
tions of war their responsibilities to 
the nation and their co-workers in 
the trenches?” 

Goods to Be Sent to America, 

It is predicted here by some Ameri- 
can merchants that large quantities 
of wines and liquors will be sent soon 
to America. | . 

Millions of dollars’ worth of wines 
and whisky, being kept for maturity, 
may seek the American market, as 
well as greag quantities of cham- 
pagne. 

American imports of distilled spir- 
its, wines and malt liquors in 1914, 
amounted to $19,000,000 approximately, 
but if prohibition is instituted here 
American imports will be greatly 
swollen. 

It was learned today that the stock 
of some breweries and distilleries al- 
ready were dropping heavily. It is 
not believed here that grog will be 
removed from navy rations.

‘The British Government is refusing 
liquor to its soldiers and in France the 
Legislature is considering the liquor 
question. 

‘“I¢ John Barleycorn is a failure in 
a fight, who can respect him in time of 
peace?

interest in lifting society to the highest 
plane, a thing impossible so long aa the 
ravages of drink are felt in so many 
homes.” 

“Prohibition in Five Years.” 

National prohibition within five years— 
if not sooner. That, says Sénator Mor- 
ris Sheppard of Texas, leader of the dry 
forces in Congress, is the meaning of 
England’s agitation against drinking. 

“Tt means we will. have a good chance 
to put our prohibition resolution through 
Congress next winter,” he said. “En- 
giand’s example. following Russia’s, wil! 
give tremendous impetus to the move- 
ment in this country. It will be striking 
proof of the fact that the demand for 
prohibition of the liquor traffic is not 
merely an agitation by a limited num- 
ber of cranks, but is a world-wide awak- 
ening. 

“England and Russia have seen how 
the liquor traffic interferes with the ef- 
ficiency of the single citizen and the 
nation. In December, when I discussed 
in the Senate the movement for prohi- 
bition in the various countries of the 
world, I did not anticipate that England 
would so soon take this definite step. 

“En¢gland has had total prohibition be- 
fore, in times of great emergencies; onc? 
as far back as the fourteenth century. 
Parliament has tried every form of ii- 
cense and regulation, but has found 
prohibition the only successful method 
of dealing with the matter. The action 
taken now will lead ultimately to per- 
manent prohibition in that country.

LONDON, April 2.—As the British Cab- 
inet is about to face the protest of the 
United States on the allies’ embargo on 
trade with Germany, Sir Edward Grey, 
the British Foreogn Secretary, has taken 
a leave of absence from his post and 
Premier Asquith has assumed charge of 
the Foreign Office. 

The American note had not been de- 
livered when the Foreign Secretary left 
dis office and there is a suggestion that 
it will not be presented until after the 
Premier has had his Easter holiday, 
which would put the matter off until 
Monday or Tuesday. 

The American Ambassador, Walter 
Hines Page, will not go out of the city 
for the holidays, but it was explained 
at the embassy that he is not remain- 
ing because he fears any developments 
regarding the note, but because he has 
not been away for a week-end since the 
War began and so is not changing his 
rule at this time. . 

Grey to Be Gene Three Weeks. 

The departure of Sir Edward Grey 
came unexpectedly to the public at 
least. There was a disposition at tho 
Foreign Office to minimize the incident 
and to say that he had taken an op- 
portunity for a 10-days holiday at the 
Easter season and that such action 
could be construed as showing tha: 
there was no critical question, likely to 
come up during that time. It was ex- 
plained among other high officials, how- 
ever, that he had been compelled to 
take a rest because of the great strain 
he had undergone during the war and 
it was said that he would be absent 
for at least three weeks and possibly 
longer. ? 

Sir Edward is now an idol of the 
British people, because of his conduct 
of various diplomatic affairs before and 
during the war. His maneuvering of 
Germany into a position of aggressive- 
ness, his work in keeping Italy out of 
the line of the Triple Alliance, his coun 
in binding France and Russia not to 
conclude a separate peace, and his suc- 
cess in blocking Germany’s efforts in 
the Balkans have brought enthusiastic 
support to him from all parties.

OF EAST ST. LOUIS 


Chamberlin and Mollman Both 
Making Appeals to 4000 
Who Are Registered. 
ISSUE 


LAMBERT INJECTS. 


Charge That Mayor ‘Double 
Crossed’? Him After He Helped 
Elect Him Widely Circulated. 


One of the most vigorous campaigns 
in recent East St. Louis political affairs 
will reach a climax in the election there 
next Tuesday. Always renowned for 
liveliness in its municipal contests, East 
St. Louis this year has added a few ex- 
tra fringes. One of the uncertainties is 
what will be the effect of some 4000 
women’s ballots that may be cast then 
for the first time in the election of a 
Mayor. 

In its broader outlines the campaign 
is between factions headed by Mayor 
John M. Chamberlin, who seeks re-elec- 
tion, and Fred W. Mollman, anti-admin- 
wtration candidate for Mayor. Strictly 
speaking, Mollman’s ticket should not 
ce called anti-administration, inasmucn 
as three present office holders are sup- 
porting it. 

In street parlance, Chamberlin's 
ticket is supposed to represent the wide- 
open-town element and Mollman’s the 
law-and-order element. It is regarded 
as significant that neither leader strict- 
ly acknowledges these designations, 
both contending that they are trying “9 
clean up the city. When Chamberlin 
ran two years.ago his platform was re- 
a@uced to the picturesque phrase that ne 
intended to make ‘‘East St. Louis more 
like home and ‘less like hell.’”” His oppo- 
nents ridiculed the high-sounding dec- 
laration. 

Issues Are Beclouded. 

The issues in this campaign have been 
greatly beclouded, so much so that the 
‘‘wide-open” and “‘reform’’ designations 
will searcely apply. While Chamberlin 
undoubtedly has the backing of some of 
the most radical liberals, other equally 
as radical have gone over to the camp 
of his enemies. 

Former .Maycr Charles Lambert 
stirred up things considerably Wednes- 


day when he made an affidavit which, 


is being circulated by Mollman’s friends. 
In this statement Lambert declared 
that when he was Mayor, two years 
ago, he made a dicker with Chamber- 
lin. Under the terms of this he con- 
sented to discharge Chief of Police Sam 
Overmire and Chief Electrician Charles 
Brown, shove a bill through the Coun- 
cil increasing the Mayor’s salary from 
$3000 to $6000 a year and support Cham- 
berlin politically and financially for 
election. In return Chamberlin was to 
inake Lambert Commissioner of Public 
Works and President of the Board of 
Local Improvements, at a salary of 
$2000 a year. 

Lambert declared that he -performed 
his part of the contract, but that Cham- 
berlin ‘‘double-crossed’’ him after the 
election, by failing to appoint him to 
the office he coveted. 

This affidavit was procured and pre- 
pared for general circulation by Joseph 
L. Keys, a manufacturer. Keys was 
cstensible campaign manager for Cham- 
berlin two years ago, but this year is 
active in Mollman’s campaign. He 
gives'as his reason that Chamberlin re- 
fused to keep an ante-election agree- 
ment to consult a committee of 100 busi- 
ness men upon such important matters 
as valuable city franchises. 


Trouble About Franchises. 


Keys. and some 50 other business men 
are championing the cause of Moliman, 
whom they induced to make the race. 
They assert that Chamberlin ignored 
the wishes of the business men in 
granting a 30-year water franchise and 
in granting a franchise to the East St. 
Louis & Suburban Railway for tracks 
on Main street. They charge that the 
franchises were granted without ade- 
quate compensation to the city. 

Chamberlin is making campaign ma-

Milford:on Third street, near the old 
postoffice and the business remainea 
in the hands of the family until last 
December, when it was, sold to Lee 
Bing, a Chinese caterer. 

Lee had retained the Américan 
dishes, which had made Milford’s fa- 
moug, but had added chop suey ana 
had intended converting the place 
into a Chinese restaurant. The lease 
expired yesterday, however, and he 
said he was unable to secure a satis- 
factory renewal, so decided to close 
the restaurant. 

Milford’s, until the middle of the 
90's, was one of the most fashionable 
restaurants in the city and its closing 
just after the passing of Moser’s and 
the public discussion regarding the 
future of Faust’s, caused much com- 
ment among old St. Louisans; and 
adds interest to the projected plan 


of Faust’s to attempt to revive its 
former gaieties by inaugurating 4 
cabaret entertainment. 

Throughout its career Milford’s has 
been noted for its sea food. The place 
was started as an oyster house. It 
was the first restaurant in the city 
to introduce private dining booths, 
which at the time were regarded as 
the height of luxury for dining. 
When the restaurant was moved to 
Sixth street 30 .years ago, it was 
conducted in connection with Milford’s 
Hotel, but the hotel has been under 
other management for several years. 
The Sixth street place was under the 
management of William Milford, a 
nephew of George Milford, who, when 
he retired from the Third street busl- 
ness,- went into politics. 

Since the death of William Mftlford, 
two years ago, the place has been con- 
ducted by his widow and sons, Richard 
and William, until the business was 
purchased by Lee Bing.

ACCUSED OF USING

Councilman Fletcher to Ask for 
Investigation of Acts of Plan 
Commission Clerk. 


DENIAL OF CHARGE MADE 


Alleged to Have Been Decoyed 
to Postoffice, Where He Got 
Mail for League. 


Councilman Fletcher at this after- 
noon’s Council meeting will sponsor 


activity of a city employe during 
business hours as director of the 
political campaign being conducted 
by the elusive “Independent Voters’ 
League,’” which urges in sample bal- 
lots and other literature that opposi- 
tion be shown toward dertain candi- 
dates because of their religious con- 
victions or inclinations. 

Fletcher had a controversy yester- 
day with an employe of the City 
Plan Commission, whom he charged 
with circulating such literature un- 
der an alias, “H. F. Green.” The 
employe said Fletcher called him on 
the telephone and made the accusa- 
tion, threatening to ask for a Council 
investigation of his conduct. 

Employe Denies Activitics. 

To a reporter, the employe denied 
having ever been connected with the 
Independent Voters League or any 
similar organization or movement. 
“Dr. Fletcher’ is working on the 
wrong man,” he said. “I do not care 
whether or not he investigates me, 
he will find that I have done nothing 
wrong.” 

Fletcher told a reporter that when 
he charged the City Plan Commission 
employe with having rented a lock 
box at the postoffice in a previous 
campaign and received mail in it ad- 
dressed to the Independent Voters 
League, the employe retorted, “I will 
be taken care of by those behind me.” 

Fletcher was moved to investigate 
the alleged activity of city employes 
in the I. V. L. by the presentation of 
documentary evidence combined with 
the testimony of those who say they 
kept one employe under surveillance 
while he visited the postoffice and 
got the mail that had been _ sent to 
him as a trap. The same envelopes 
that were sent were recovered when 
the city employe carelessly tossed 
thm into the gutter. 

The evidence collected by a commit- 
tee of investigators was laid before Dr. 
Fletcher at his home, 3856 Russell ave- 
nue, one night this week,\he said, and 
it convinced him that taxpayers were 
employing a man who spent part of his 
official time in campaigning | against 
some of those taxpayers because of 
their religious belief. 

Fletcher Offers Proof. 

“If the Council decides to investigate 
this case I will be able to produce the 
evidence that was submitted to me in 
substantiation of the charges,’’ said 
Dr. Flettcher. ‘‘There is no missing link 
in the chain of evidence, and it can be 
proved positively that the clerk in ques- 
tion is guilty of the charge.”’ 

Fletcher made a speech at the Coun- 
€il meeting Tuesday afternoon, in which 
he denounced the persons behind the In- 
dependent Voters League for attacking 
political candidates on religious 
grounds.

*Superbly Fit” British Army 
Spread Out Like Fan on 
Thirty-Mile Front. 
SPIRIT OF MEN BUOYANT 
Force Declared to Be Healthier 


Than Any That Ever Has 
Faced War. 


OTTAWA, Ont., April 2.—How the 
British army operations in Belgium 
and Northern France are directed and 
many details of the activities of the 
troops On and behind the firing line 
are described in the second install- 


by the Government cable last night. 

“The Business of War,” is the cap- 
tion under which the Canadian rec- 
ord officer writes from Canadian di- 
visional headquarters in Flanders. He 
describes the army in the field as 
spread out like a fan, with the wavy 
edge of the line in the firing trench- 
es, the support some 
yards behind and further back, along 
the ribs of the fan, the various head- 
quarters—of brigade, of divisions, of 
army corps and of armies, “until at 
the end of the fan one reaches the 
general headquarters, where the Field 
Marshal, Sir John French, stands 
with his hand on the dynamo, which 
sends its impulses through every part 
of the great machine spread out in 
front.”’ 

Troops “Superbly Fit.” 

The record officer describes the 
“signals branch” nearby, which with 
its wires and dispatch riders, is the 
means Of communication with every 
part of the field; the intelligenc 
branch, “which collects and commu- 
nicates information about the enemy 
from every source it can tap,” for one 
thing interrogating prisoners and 
comparing statements made by them, 
and the adjutant generals, quarter- 
master generals and medical service 


| department grouped in the vicinity. 


“As one goes forward from General 

Teadquarters toward the edge of the 
fan,’’ continues the narrator, ‘“‘one comes 
in contact with more and more men; 
and realizes quickly that, in spite of 
months of trench warfare, our troops 
are superbly fit and ready for any task 
which the coming advance may impose 
on them. Their physical condition is so 
robust as to be astonishing. The com- 
plete efficiency of the men is backed 
by the fact that they are well fed, and 
the army is healthier than any other 
army that has ever faced war, and ty- 
phoid is almost unknown. This amazing 
record of health is due to the sani- 
tary precautions that are taken. One of 
the most remarkable of these is the sys- 
tem of hot baths, and the sterilizing of 
clothing. 

“Bathing establishments have been put 
in various parts of the field. I vis- 
ited the largest of them. It is in a 
building which, before the war, was 
a jute factory. Every succeeding hour 
of the day a whole company of men 
have hot baths here. They strip to the 
Skin, and while they wallow in huge 
vats of hot water, their underclothing 
is treated with 220 degrees of steam.”’ 

The record officer commends the sys- 
tem of billeting the men within easy 
reach of the -firing. line, specially ar- 
ranged wooden huts having been put up 
recently to supplement the dwellings in 
the small towns and villages where the 
men were first quartered. He found 
the army in. fine spirits, he said, with 
many games of football in progress, and 
the men enjoying the privileges of de- 
vouring news from home that is dis- 
tributed in letters that average one a 
day for every man in the field.

“No army in the world ever got so 
much news from home so regularly and 
so quickly,’’ he declared. Of the life

Work on the project has been going 
on since the middle of October, and 
up to this time there have already been 
6000 feet of tunnel hollowed out of the 
solid rock, in addition to 500 feet of 
sewer completed in what is called the 
open cut, between Broadway and the 
river. There will be no tunneling nec- 
essary in this section. The reinforced 
concrete tube will be laid after the ex- 
cavation of a trough of the proper size. 

There are 2200 feet of the open cut 
work, in all, and 17,800 feet of the tunnel. 
making a total length of 20,000 feet, al- 
most four miles. Nine-tenths of the 
tunneling is thréugh rock. 

Heporter Explores Tunnel. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday 
explored two of the eight sections of 
the tunnel, entering by the shafts at 
Twelfth and Hickory, and at Sixth and 
Rutger streets. 

The descent down any of the eight 
shafts, which mark the various sec- 
tions of the sewer, is made by meang 
of a steam-operated lift, on which the 
ears of mud and broken stone are 
brought to the surface. Being lowered 
into one of these shafts, several of 
which are 90 feet deep, is like the de- 
scent into a coal mine. One drops 
from the noise of the street to a damp 
gloomy cavern 9 feet below, lit only 
by incandescent lamps. at intervals of 
% or % yards, but noisy with the roar 
of machinery, the grinding of the drills 
and the shouts of the mud-bespattered 
men at their work. And all the while, 
there is the constant drip of the seepare 
water from the rock overhead covering 
the tunnel floor to a depth of from 
three to six inches. 

The walls, the floor and the vault are 
of rough rock and down the center of 
the passage runs a double narrow gauge 
railroad system, along which, at inter- 
vals, a tired and muddy donkey splashes 
on his way to the shaft with a car of 
broken rock in tow. Running along the 
walls of the passage, the longest of 
which is at present 700 feet, is a pipe 
line about 10 inches in diameter through 
which a constant flow of air is forced Wy Ste Ss Ae en, 
fto the workers at the far end of the f a Prd so 
tube, creating a reguiar circulation of 
air through the tunnel to the entrance 
shaft and keeping the passage almost 
perfectly ventilated. A gutter also fol- 
lows the wall, in which the seepage 
water is carried off to a well at the 
shaft, from which it is pumped into 
nearby sewers. 

Sewer to Be 16 Feet Wide. 

It is the plan of the contractors in 
charge of the work to hollow out the 
passage from the rock for its entire 
length before any of the interior con- 
crete finish is applied. The inside of 
the sewer, when finished, will be in the 
shape of a horse shoe with a slightly 
curved bottom, and will be 16% feet 
ucross and tn height. The present pas- 
sage that is being blasted out, however 
in about 19 feet high and wide. 

Four “shots” are fired in each 24 hours’ 
blasting, ‘each shot, which is distributed 
among 24 holes drilled in the rock at the 
end of the tunnel, requiring 72 pounds of 
dynamite. These charges are set off in 
three separate explosions, which to- 
gether remove a section of rock 8 by 13 
feet and 3 feet deep. All workmen leave 
the tunnel at the time of firing as a mat- 
ter of precaution, as the rock is often 
hurled as far as 530 feet. Dwe to the 
proximity of civilization, however, these 
charges are only half as heavy as the 
ones usually used in tunneling. 

The reporter, while talking to the 
city engineer who acted as his guide 
through the work, discovered that 
the shaking of the houses and the 
breaking of the windows that have 
caused sO many complaints from the 
residents in the neighborhood of Sixth 
and Rutger streets and elsewhere 
along the course of the sewer, have 
not been the result of the rocking of 
the earth by the blasts of dynamite 
"fired underground, as is generally 
supposed. They have been caused, 
instead, by air pressure. The shock 
of the explosion in the underground 
passage suddenly compresses the air 
in the tunnel and forces it out the 
shafts with such force that windows 
in the neighborhood are blown in 

and walls of adjoining buildings 

shaken. These disturbances are r.o- 

tieeable only in the vicinity of the 

shaft openings, and as the tunnel 
grows longer the air pressure at the 
openings grows lesa. 


Terminus at Vandeve . 
The floor of the sewer is on the same 


level for the entire 20,000 feet, no slope 
being allowed to aid the drainage as is 
customary in the ordinary sewer. This 
is on account of its being a storm sewer, 
carrying no foul water, the pressure of 
the water in the shafts at the end of 
the tunnel in time of heavy rains being 
enough to force the flew. 

The western terminus of the work is 
at Vandeventer and Duncan avenues, 
from whence it runs east through a 
right of way to Spring avenue, south 
under Spring to Chouteau avenue, east 
to Theresa street, south to Rutger street, 
east to Jefferson avenue, nerth to Hick- 
ory street, east to Ninth street, south to 
Rutger again, and thence east to the 
river. The greatest depth of the flow 
line is at Grand and Chouteau avenue, 
where it is 130 feet below street level. |

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EXPORTS VIA NEW ORLEANS. 

A consignment of 200 tons of baking powder was 
‘Sent by barge from East St. Louis destined for 
territory adjacent to lower river ports—a ship-

Plans should be well under way 
by the time the city gains control of the levee 
railroad on the franchise’s expiration in December,

ROZEN or swollen feet are 80 com- 
mon among soldiers ‘living in the 
trenches that hundreds of depots have 
been established behind the line for the 
repose of these lamed soldiers, who are 
otherwise still in perfect fighting condi- 
tion. ‘There they rest from four to eight 
days before they are able to return to 
the trenches. 
In addition to the action of water and 
mud the men have suffered cruelly from 
the cold.

Goroners’ Jury Does Not Fix Re- 
sponsibility—-Company Has 
Fund to Pay Relatives’ Claims. 


A verdict of accident was returned 
yesterday afternoon at the inquest into 
the death of five men who were killed 
earlier in the day when an explosion 
wrecked the press mill at the Equitable 
Powder Co.'s plant at East Alton. 

The men killed were James A. Col- 
burn, Clyde Davis,-Louis Murphy, E!- 
mer Kortkamp and Gustav Volz. Col- 
burn was superintendent of the works. 
His body will be shipped to Hazard- 
ville, Pa., for burial. 

Responsibility Not Fixed. 

Responsibility for the accident was not 
fixed by the Coroner’s jury. The only 
witness examined was Gus Frey, an 
employe. He said he was in another 
part of the works when he heard the 
explosion and that he ran in the direc- 
tion from which the sound came and 
found that the press mill had been de- 
stroyed. 

‘he Equitable Powder Co. held no in- 
surance policies to cover losses it might 
incur through the accidental death of 
employes. Instead of carrying insurance 
it set aside a fund to meet these losses. 

The provisions of the workmen’s com- 
pensation act were not accepted by the 
company. Under the terms of. this law 
the company would have to pay to the 
heirs of each of the five men four times 
his average yearly salary, the minimum 
payment being $1500 and the maximum 
$3500. 

Liability $10,000 in Each Case. 

Under the general law which applies 
in the case of the Equitable Co. it is 
subject to suits for damages for: the 
five deaths. Under Illinois laws the 
maximum amount which can be recov- 
ered for a death is $10,000.

| GCARLOAD OF RICH COPPER ORE

Skeletons of Tiventy Men Belived te 
Have Been Spaniards Found 
in Shaft. 

ALLAMORE, Tex., April 2.—M. F. 
Jarrell has just shipped a carload of 
rich copper ore from the old mine which 
he discovered near here last Christ- 
mas day. The fact tnat the skeletons 
of 2 men were found in the long-aban- 
doned shaft of the mine and that near 
by were found a collection of knives, 
water bottles and other relics, leads :o 
the belief that the property was worked 
by the Spaniards in the early days, anti 
that trace of theremine was lost through 
the sudden death by massacre by In- 
dians or otherwise of the men connected 
with the enterprise. 

The ore which Jarrell shipped to the 
smelter at El Paso was all collecte4a 
from the surface, where it has laid for 
an untold length of time. As soon as 
the shaft can be cleaned of debris, ex- 
tensive operations will be started. 

The discovery of this ancient mine has 
caused great excitement. Prospectors 
began rushing in here as soon as the 
news of the find was made public, and 
claims have been staked for. several 
miles around the mine. Several good 
outcroppings of copper have already 
been discovered. Some of the ore sam- 
ples assay about $30 copper to the ton 
and considerable gold and silver.

Astonishingly few of the con- 
tributions are anonymous, but somé 
do come without any address and 
just a card signed by “A Friend of 
Belgium” or “Fair Play.” 

Although ‘the American, British 
and French Red Crosg societies have 
held exhibitions of the kind of gifts 


ito make for the soldiers, and have is- 


sued printed instructions for ° those 
who. are doing the knitting, very little 
attention has been paid to them. The 
average woman thinks she knows 
best what to send and as she is mak- 
ing it herself, she makes it according 
to her own ideas.

At. least half of the things sent are 
too a i The mufflers are too short 
and the gloves and the socks sent are 
often sizes too small. The usual size of 
the boot served out for the winter cam- 
paign was size 11, and very few were 
used smalier than size 10.

The test was or- 
dered stopped by County Prosecutor 
Snyder, who declared the police and tha 
Coroner had developed nothing of a 
criminal nature in connection with the 
girl’s death. 

“He should be rearrested,” said Coro- 
ner Douds when informed of George’s 
release. . 

“Apostle’s” Wife Testified. 

“T feel there is nu reason to hold 
George further,’”’ said Chief France 
‘The Coroner and county authorities 
have failed to show that he was con- 
nected with any crime and will place 
no charge against him. Consequently, 
in the interests of justice, we are com- 
pelled to let him go.” 

Coroner. Douds examined Mrs. Belle 
Sperry George, wife of the “apostle,” at 
Canton as the last witness in the case. 
She testified that there was nothing 
irregular about Miss Tanner’s illness 
and that nothing immoral had ever 
taken place in the “Kingdom of God” 
house to her knowleage. Miss Tanner 
she said, had contributed scarcely any 
money to the “Brotherhood Associa- 
tion,”’ not enough to pay her board. 

*‘She spoke of having a little bank 
account in Pennsylvania, about enough 
to buy herself some spring clothes,” tes- 
tified Mrs. George. 

Mrs. George declared she believed in 
her husband and that he received revela- 
tions from above. 

‘Don’t you think they are mere machi- 
nations of man?” asked the Coroner. 

“No,” she. replied. “I believe they 
really come from God.” 

Interrogated regarding her marriage 
beliéfs, she said that if God thought a 
couple were not spiritually joined, they 
should applv for divorce. 

Doctors Unable to Agree. 

“The reason no physician was called 
for Miss Tanner is that she refused to 
George.

NITY OF NATION 
ASSURES SUCCESS 


After Victory Work for Which 
Bismarck Laid Foundation

AMSTERDAM, April 2—Replying to 
a telegram from the Imperial Chancel- 
lor, the German Emperor sent the fol- 
lowing dispatch from army headquar- 
ters on the occasion of the 100th an- 
niversary of Bismarck’s birth yesterday: 

“Your message concerning the stirring | and 
celebration in honor of Bismarck has 
rejoiced me greatly. I would with great 
pleasure attend personally to do homage 
to the great Chancellor and lay on the 
steps of the monument, amidst the rep- 
reacntatives of the empire and the peo- 
ple, a token of my reverence for a man 
who in this present earnest time, is 
especially dear to us as the personifica- 
tion of German strength and determina- 
tion, but my duty to the armed German 
people is to hold out tn the “eld in order 
to protect and strengthen the empire’s 
power abroad. 

“We shall succeed. Our guarantee is 


| firstly God’s grace; secondly, the unani- 
mous will to achieve victory, which if- | 44 


spires us all and our solemn vow to 
make sacrifice for the Fatherland, which 
has been tested by facts. 

‘The spirit of unity which has en- 
abled our men in the battlefield to over- 
come everything that divided us, will, 
I confidently hope, outlast the din of 
war, and after victory has been gained 
will rightly bless and promote the in- 
ternal development of the empire. 

“Then, as the fruit victory, rational 
life will spring up, in which the German 
nationality will have full and free ex- 
pansion.

Thousands at Bismarck Celebration; 
Berlin in Gala Attire. 

BERLIN, via London, April 2,—Al- 
most for the first time since the out- 
break of the war Berlin yesterday 
wore the appearance of festivity, the 
occasion being the celebration of the 
one hundredth anniversary of Bis- 
marck’s birth. The whole city was a 
veritable blaze of ‘color—even more 
gaily bedecked than for the biggest 
victories, 

Thousands of residents of Berlin 
gathered about gBismarck’s heroic 


jstatue before the Reichstag for the 


commemmorative exercises, the fa- 
miliar field gray uniforms of the of- 
ficers displaced by gala costumes, 
making a brilliant scene in the 
spring sunshine. 

Promptly at noon the Imperial 


followed by all the generals 
admirals not at the front, the 


wees, 
and 


lofficials ang members of the Reich- 


stag and Prussian chambers, Prince 
Otto Bismarck, Bismarck'’s grandson, 
and the civic authorities of Greater 
Berlin, advanced to the monument 
from the Reichstag and decorated it 
with wreaths from the Emperor and 
from many individuals and organiza- 
tions. The Charicellor laid the Em- 
peror’s token at the base of the 
statue, with the words: 

“No German may be robbed of 
what Bismarck accomplished. Ene- 
mies are swarming about the empire, 
but they will be defeated, for he 
taught us to have fear of God, but 
contempt for our foes, and to believe 
in our people. Thus we will battle 
and triumph and live for the Em- 
peror and the empire.” 

A feature of the exercises were 
patriotic songs rendered by a chorus 
of thousands of men and school chil- 
dren. The evening exercises included 
an address by Maximilian Harden. 
The statue was illuminated by mili- 
tary searchlights. 

The Hmperor was officially repre- 
sented at the ceremony in the morn- 
ing by his grandson, the nine-year- 
old son of the Crown Prince, who was 
in sailor's uniform. The Emperors 


wreath bore the inscription: “To the 
Iron Chancellor, in an iron time.”
